DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14-24 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter in 

addition to pages 7-8 of applicants remarks filed 02/17/09: 

• With respect to claims 14-24, the prior art taken alone or in combination fails 
to disclose or render obvious an illumination surface divided into at least three 
angular sectors emitting at least three separate radiation spectra and forming 
an image of the receptacle using a camera for each angular sector in 
combination with the rest of the limitations. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: 

• Ducloux U.S. Patent #4,293,219 and Huffunen U.S. Patent #4,304,995 disclose 
illumination divided into angular sectors for inspecting a receptacle, however fail 
to disclose these angular sectors comprising at least three given radiation spectra. 

• Nguyen U.S. Patent #4,914,289, Miyazawa U.S. Patent #4,454,542, and Calhoun 
U.S. Patent #3,708,680 disclose inspecting a receptacle comprising dividing the 
inspection surface into angular sectors for image analysis, however fail to disclose 
dividing the lighting surface into angular sectors for illumination.
